time, all persons under the age 'of 
fifteen will be prohibited from 
at- 


tending theaters or other public gath- 
erings. 


"Although the epidemic seems to 


be decreasing," said Mr. Beardsley. 
"it is just as well to be on the safe 
side, and keep the children from pos- 
sible infection, possibly until after 
school opens. 
At all events the city 


trustees wish to safeguard the chil- 
dren until there is no longer any dan- 
ger of the disease becoming prevalent. 


Another Garbage Nuisance. 


Near the corner of the road that 


turns to go to the old Riggins ranch, 
known as the mountain road to Po- 
mona, there is a dump-hole that Is 
being used by. many of the valley cit- 
izens for a place to deposit refuse. 
This is near the terminus of Grand 
avenue. 


The hole is a deep one, and the 


county, some time ago, granted privi-i 
lege to people to dump cans and other j 
refuse in this hole. But the citizens ' 
in that vicinity are now making a i 
protest, as the refuse contains a great j 
deal of rotten garbage, they state. 
Mayor C. S. Beardsley has been asked 
by them to prohibit this nuisance, and 
he stated yesterday that it should be 
stopped, as it is in direct violation to 
section three of the Los Angeles coun- 
ty ordinance prohibiting the dumping 
of garbage from cities in unincorporat- 
ed territory.

NO DELIVERY SUNDAYS. 


Postmaster General Issues Orders that 


Postoffice Windows Shall Remain 


Closed. 


J. L. Matthews, postmaster at Co- 


vina, In common with other postmas- 
ters in first and second-class offices, 
has received the following communica- 
tion: 


"The postoffice appropriation act for 


the fiscal year ending June 30, 1913, 
provides: 


"That hereafter post-offices of the 


first and second classes shall not be 
open on Sundays for the purposes of 
delivering mail to the general public, 
but this provision shall not prevent 
the prompt delivery of special delivery 
mail. 


"Under this law you will close the 


general delivery, carriers' windows, 
and lock boxes, and discontinue all de- 
liveries by carriers on Sunday. You 
will note, however, that special de- 
livery mall is excepted and you will 
therefore arrange to have on duty a 
sufficient force to handle this mail 
matter promptly. 


"The department desires to reduce 


Sunday work to the minimum so that 
as many of the employees as possible 
may enjoy a complete day of rest on 
Sunday. 
You should, 
therefore, 
re- 


quire only a sufficient number of clerks 
to report for duty on that day in order 
that transit mail and the mail collect- 
ed for dispatch may be handled with- 
out delay. If no mail is dispatched on 
Sunday a very early collection should 
be made on Monday morning and tne 
mail for local delivery distributed be- 
fore the carriers leave for their first 
trip.

It is amusing to look over the polit- 


ical battles where the railroads have 
figured. McLachlan, for twelve years 
in the House of Representatives from 
California, and who is now making a 
campaign for nomination in the ninth 
district, conceived the idea in his 
first term, of wresting some of the 
power of the railroads from their grasp 
in California, and even back in those 
days, when the people were apathetic, 
McLachlan won some singular fights. 
It was in June of 1010 that he made 
a speech in the House in favor of one 
of his own bills, the Ship Subsidy act, 
that provided for a line of government- 
owned steamships to ply between the 
Pacific and Atlantic through the Pana- 
ma canal, a bill that, if made a law, 
would 
deprive 
the transcontinental 


railroads of their power to fix exor- 
bitant rates for the carrying of the 
produce of the Pacific coast rancher, 
and the papers throughout the country 
commented very favorably on it. The 
Los Angeles Express went so far as 
lo say that, because of this bill, Mc- 
Lachlan had made of himself a nation- 
al figure of the highest importance. 
But 
McLachlan 
was 
defeated 
by 


Stephens at the next election, and the 
bill has been since denied the light of 
day. 


Mcf.ach.lan says, however, that if 


he is sent back this year from the ninth 
district that he will make a fierce fight 
to get this bill through. That speech 
•which he delivered on the' June after- 
noon in 1910 throws some light on the 
long fight made against the railroads. 
At one point he said:
